In 1879 Mrs. Ada A. llos.s, wife of 
Albert 
H o b s , daughter of Hi ic e . and 
Louisa T. McVoy, and m other of Ada 
A. Hoss, now the wife of Frank Kee­ 
ney, a prom inent farm er 
in 
Petti<5 
county, died. At the time of her death 
her daughter, Mrs. Keeney, was bnt 
one hour old, and her grandparents, 
Brice and Louisa T. Me Voy, too the 
granddaughter to raise. A year after 
t!ie death of Mrs. Hoss her father. 
Brice McVoy, died, without leav ing a 
will, and the ow ner of 200 acres of 
v aluable land in Dresden 
township, 
this county. 
There were fiv e children in all born 
to the m arriage of Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
McVoy. Four of the children died in 
infancy and Mrs. Hoss died as be­ 
fore stated*, io Mr. McVoy left sur 
v iv ing him as his only heirs liis wid­ 
ow, Louisa T. McVoy. and his grand­ 
daughter, now Mrs. Keeiiov . 
A fter the death of Brice McVoy the 
granddaughter, 
now 
Mrs. 
Keeney, 
continued to m ake her liome with her 
grandm other. 
T he graudiaotlier edu­ 
cated, clothed and m aintained her up 
to the time of her m arriage, 
some 
eight years ago.

Til is decision giv i‘S the grandmolh- 
er one lialf of the real estate of which 
bfu- liustjand died the ow ner absolute­ 
ly, instead of one-tliird for life only, 
Mrs. McVoy is about 7i> years of 
age. and if the granddaughter 
hatl 
contented herself a few years buiger, 
until the 
aid lady 
died, she w'ould 
hav e owned all the land. 
In her attem pt to gain iKissession 
of it at the time she did she loses 
one-half of it.

“*ter she and her grandm other continu­ 
ed to reside on the 200 .acres of land 
left by Brice McVoy. No adm inistra­ 
tion was held up to this time on the 
estate of Brice McVoy. 
In the spring of 19 01 Ada A. K ee­ 
ney, and her husband. 
Frank Kee­ 
ney, commenced a partition suit, ask­ 
ing for partition of the 200 acres of 
land, alleging and claiming that lb's 
land belonged to Mrs. Keeney, sub- 
_ ject to the grandm other’s dower, or 
one-third of the land during the life 
of the grandm other. 
After the Institntion of 
this suit 
the grandm other, Mrs. McVoy, made 
application to the probate court of 
Pettis county, Missouri, to hav e let­ 
ters of adm inistration issued Tui her 
husband’s estate. This application was 
granted, and Zeb Quisenberry w-as an- 
pointed adm inistrator of the esiate 
of Brief* AtwVoy, deceased. 
Mrs. McVoy then tiled her declara­ 
tion in writing in the proliate court, 
electing to take a child’s part in her 
deceased husband’s estate in lieu of 
dower. 
The case finally came up for trial 
in the circuit court before .Judge Ix)n- 
gan. Mrs. Keeney and 
her husband 
contended at this 
trial 
tha t 
since 
Brice McVoy died witlioiit leav ing a 
child or children liv ing by his widow, 
hut a gramlchihl, 
that 
his 
w'idow 
coulil not elect to take a child’s part 
in lieu of dow'er, b\it that she was 
confined to her dower alone, one-third 
interest in tlie land during her life. 
Judge Longan. howev er, ruled other­ 
wise, holding tliat the widow had a 
right, notw ithstanding she 
had no 
child or children liv ing by 
her de­ 
ceased husband, to take 
a 
child's 
part since she had a grandchild liv - 
hig by such husband. 
The case was then appealed to the 
suprem e court by Mr. and Mrs. Kee­ 
ney, w’here it was briefed and argu­ 
ed in div ision No. 
1 
last October, 
and last .Taniiary an 
opitdon 
was 
handed down in the case by Judge 
Valliant, in w’hich Judge Grav es con­ 
curred, Judge lAimm dissenting and 
Judge WtMidson not silting, in wiiich 
the (*on tent ions of Mr. and Mrs. Kee­ 
ney were sustained, the court in its 
opinion hol^ngr that since the widow' 
bad no child or children, but a grand­ 
child liv ing by her deceased husband. 
Ehe wa.s not entitled to elect to take 
a child's part in lieu of dower, 
and 
further holding that since the widow 
had occupied the land for ov er tw'en- 
ty yeafs since the death of her hus­ 
band that her election was too late.

Pettibone, one of the defendants, af­

false, a “pipe dream,” 
the 
witness 
called it. 
Joseph Barnes, now a farmer, but 
formerly a miner and 
a 
striker at 
Telluride, testified tha t 
George Rid­ 
dell,

Pinkerton 
operativ e, 
who 
worked up to the leadership In tba 
Telluride union, had adv ocated v ari­ 
ous crimes, including the dynamiting 
of mines and the burning of tcwns. 
Barnes said that when it was piopoa- 
ed that the strike be settled Riddell 
for^’efully opposed any settlement. 
'^he witness also said he m et Or­ 
chard with Riddell at Telluride. 
Oil cross-examination of Francis C. 
Clifford, an insurance man who for­ 
merly officed at Pettlbone’s store, It 
was brought out that between April 
and July, 19 05, Orchard often loung­ 
ed around the Pettibone store.
